S.0.4S3(E).—^The following draft of a notification whidi the Central Government proposes to issue in exercise of the 
powers conferr^ by sub>3ection (1), read with clause (v) of sub-section (2) of Section 3 and clause (e) of sub-section (2) of 
Section 6 of the En'^nment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) is hereby published as required unckar sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of 
the Environmtait (Protection) Rules, 1986, for the information of all persons likely to be afiected thereby; and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft notification will be taken into consideration by the Central Govenimmt on or after sixty days ftom the 
date of publication of this notification iu the Official Gazette. 


Any person interested in filing any objection against the proposed draft notification may do so in writing to the 
lemetary, Ministry of Environment and Forests, Prayavaran Bhawan, CGO Complex, Lodi Road, Now Delhi-110003, within 
the said period of sixty days. 

DRAFT NOnnCATION 


Whereas It is necessary to protect the environment, conserve top soil prevent dte dumping and disposal of fiy ash 
discharged ftom coal or lignite based thermal power plants on land and in landfills. 
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And whereas there is a need for restricting the excavation of top soil and promoting the utilisation of fly ash in the 
manufacture of building materiab, in construction activity for odier uses within a specified radius of fifty kilometers from coal 
or lignite based diermal power plants. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1), read with clause (v) of sub-section (2) of 
Section 3 and clause (e) of sub-section (2) of Section 6 of the Environment (Protection) Act,. 1986 (29 of 1986), die Cmtral 
Qovemment hereby directs, that on and from the date of final publication of this notification under sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the 
Environment (Protection) Rules, 1986— 

(A) No person shall excavate or cause to be excavated iop soil within a radius of fiffy kilometers from coal or 
lignite based tbenual pown' plants. 

(B) All coal or lignite based thermal power plants shall utilise the entire fly ash generated in the power plants as 
follows; 

1. Every coal or lignite based thomal power plant shall make available dry fly ash, bottmn ash and pond ash 

widiout any payment or any other cmisideration for die purposes of manufactnring ash based biding materi¬ 
als such as cement, concrete, blocks, Nicks, panels or any other material or for construction of roads, embank- 
mmts or for any other construction activity. ’ 

2. Every coal or lignite based thermal power plant set up subject to envirmuneotal clearance conditions st9ula^ 
ing the submission of an action plan for fiiU fly ash utilisation shall, within a poiod of nine years from the final 
publication of diis notification, phase out the dumping and disposal of ffy ash on land and in landfills in 
accordance widi the plan. Such action plan shall provide for twenty per cent of the fly ash utilisation, widiin 
one year from the final publication of this notific^on with further increase in utilisatirm by ten per cent every 
year progressively for the next eight yeats to enable the utilisation of die entire fly ash generated in the power 
plant 

3. Every cqal or lignite based thermal power plant not covered by paragraph (2) shall, within a period of flfbeen 
years from the final publication of this notification, phase out the dumping and disposal of fly ash on land and 
in landfill in acoordtmce with an action plan to be drawn iqi by the power plants. Such action plan shall provide 
for twenty per cent of fly ash utilisatipn within diree years from the final publication of this notification, with 
fkiither prrqwrtionate increase in utilisation every year progressively for the next twelve years to enable the 
utilisation of the entire fly ash generated in the power plant 

4. All action plans under clause (2) & (3) of paragraph B of this notification, shall be prepared and submitted to 
the Central Pollution Control Board within a period of three months from the date of final publication of this 
notification. 

5. Hie Central and State Government agencies, the State Electrici^ Boards, the National Thermal Power Corpo¬ 
ration and the managemmt of the thrnmal powo' plants shall make available land, provide electricity and ■ 
watm for production purposes and access to die ash liflmg area for promoting the setting up of ash based 
production units in die proximity of the area where fly adi is generated in the power plant. 

6. Annual implementation report providing infbrmaticm about the con^liance of provisions in this notification 
shall be submitted by the 30th day of April every year to die Central Polhitibo Control Board by the coal or 
lignite based diermal power plants. 

7. Manufrmture of building materials from dry fly ash, bottom ash or pond ash, such as conent, conCtete, blocks, 
bricks, panels or any other material or the use of such ash in cmistiuction activity such as in roads, onbank- 
ments or for any otho* use shall be carried out in accordmce with specifications laid down by the Bureau of 
Indian Standards, Indian Road Congress, Central Building Reseai^ Institute, Rooikee, Coitral Road Re¬ 
search hutitute, New Delhi, Buildiog Materials and Tedmology Promotion Council, New Delhi, National 
Research Development Corporation, New Delhi. 

8. Ihe Central Public Works Department, Public Wmks Department, Development Autfaoritiea, Housing Boards, 
National Hi^wity Authority of India and other construction agencies iroluding those in the private sector 
within a specified radius of fifty kilometers from coal or Ugoite based dietmal power plants, shall prescribe the 
use of ash and ash based products and constiuctirm systems in their respective schedules of specifications and 
construction qiplications, including q)incpriate standards and codes of practice, within a perM of four montiis 
from the final publication of this notification. 

9. All local autiKnities shall prescribe in their req)ective building bye laws and regulations die use of ash and ash 
based m’oducts and constructitm teriiniques in building matoitis, roads, embankments or for any other use 
within a poiod of fbur mcHitfas ficm the date of final publication of this notification.
